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Pee Or SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Hollis: 


Greeting: 

Herewith I submit my second annual report as super- 
intendent of your schools and to it I have attached an ex- 
tract from the general statistics for the school year ending 
August.31, 1920. 

A whole school year has now elapsed and we are well 
advanced on the second vear of the administration of the 
schools under the supervision of the state board of educa- 
tion. Permit me at this time o call your attention to a few 
points in the working of the new plan relative to the finan- 
cing of our public schools in this union. 

Fortunately for many towns in the state, the statute 
under which we are working went into effect at just the 
time when the cost of maintaining schools was advancing 
in a Meastire commensurate with the rise in the mainten- 
gmceOi all Other activities whether public or private. 
Teachers contracts being for long terms had not naturally 
Deen effected by the general rise in wages to the same de- 
eree as had the remuneration for other kinds of public ser- 
vice. As books are manufactured in large quantities for 
future sales, the price of this school necessity did not ad- 
vance until long after the rise in general commodities. 
Fuel has steadily advanced during the last, eighteen 
months. ‘The cost of all general supplies and ordinary re- 
pairs have been on a level with war prices. It naturally 
follows that the cost of maintaining schools at the present 
time is higher than it has ever been before. Though there 
does not seem to be any immediate chance of cutting to 
any great extent the cost of maintaining schools of equal 
efficiency, there is also the probability that the per capita 
cost of maintenance need not be increased in the near fu- 
ture. 

Under the provisions of both the old and the new law, 
the state board of education distributed funds to the towns 
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of this union to equalize the burden of maintaining public 
schools for the school year: 1919-1920 as:follows: Hudson, 


$3,188.79; Pelham, $897.78; Hollis, $566.47; Merrimack 


and Litchfield, nothing. For the same purpose the state 
board proposes to distribute funds to meet the increased 
cost for the present school year as follows: Hudson, $7,- 
516.45; Pelham, $4,314.01; Hollis, $2,936.82; Merrimack, 
$2143.23: Litchfield, nothing. These towns paid last year 
in state taxes for all school purposes, including the funds 
from which the salary of the superintendent is paid, as fol- 
lows: Hudson, $1,960.36; Pelham, $1,112.48; Hollise3i= 
220.03; Merrimack, $1,971.54; Litchfield, $501.37. 

Without any comments as to the merits of the law, 
such has been the operation of the statute in this union. 
The effect on the tax rate in some of these towns of a re- 
version to the provisions of the cld law would seem to be 
evident. Though Hollis would not be as seriously effected 
as many towns in the state, it would feel the change. 

I have caused to be given in the schools in all grades 
above the second, in the months of October and February, 
standardized tests as follows: the Ayers test in hand writ- 
ing, marking both speed and legibility; the Adams test in 
reading, scoring for both speed and comprehension; the 
Ayers test in spelling, The Harvard-Newton test in compo- 
sition; and the Hilligas test in arithmetic for both accuracy 


in the processes and reasoning. The markings have heen 


carefully recorded and will be preserved for comparison 
with results from the same or similar tests given in May of 
this year. These tests have been carefully prepared by 
educators of known ability. The explicit directions for 


ceiving and scoring have largely eliminated the personal 


equation in marking. The standardizing of these tests 
makes them a basis for comparison with other school sys- 
tems. They will reveal the standing of the various classes 
in our schools as compared with similar classes throughout 
the country, and will offer a basis for individual promotion. 
These tests have also proved valuable in revealing weak

points where more emphasis in drill or more care in presen- 
tation is needed. An exhaustive study of the results at the 
close of the year will prove both interesting and of great 
help in planning the work for the next year. 

The comparative permanency of’your teaching force 
for the past two years, but two changes taking place each 
year, has resulted in continued efficiency. At the present 
time your pupils are getting excellent training in the ele- 
mentary grades, and in the limited number of courses 
which we can give in so small a high school, the pupils are 
receiving instruction comparable in every way with that 
given in similar courses in larger schools. 

As is well known by many people in the district, im- 
mediate attention should be given to the housing facilities 
of your school children. Your school building at Pine 
fiillis very close to ideal for a rural school. In the village 
your rooms are all inadequately lighted; the heating is very 
dangerous, even if you have had no accidents thus far; one 
grade room and the laboratory are utterly unfit for the pur- 
pose for which they are used; and the toilets are unsatis- 
factory. From the sets of plans which you will present 
under instructions from the district at the annual meeting, 
it would seem that one set should meet with approval and 
a sufficient appropriation should be voted for the re- 
modelling. © 

With an expression of appreciation of the considera- 
tion and cooperation of the board, the loyalty of the 
teachers, and the cordiality of the people in general, this 
report is respectfully submitted.
